President Peter Blomerly 
met with representatives of 
USG, student clubs and 
organizations and other 
interested persons.

Mr. Blomerley’s opening 
comments blamed USG_ for 
not organizing previously 
requested meetings and that 
he was open to any points of 
discussion. 

The first question raised 
was about the proposed 
traffic light at the campus’ 
south entrance.

The meeting lasted only 
an hour but it was a first at 
letting the student’s confront 
the President of the College 
directly and let him know the 
concerns of the students at 
Broome Community College.

Fact: The machine 
storage and repair shop is 
not located in a janitor’s 
closet. It is located in room 
10 of the central office 


complex. Original plans 
called for the janitor’s 
storage room to be reduced 
in size, a new wall and door 
added, and this new room 


would become machine 


storage. The noise from the 
heating and ventilation 
system caused plans to be’ 


changed unexpectedly. 


Fact: The county work 
crews have a large backlog 
of projects. Unfortunately, 
this affects the new Art area, 
because the sinks cannot be 
installed until the order 
comes up. No amount of 
calling-or compaining will 
speed up this process.
